ARTICLE 11 

POET LAUREAT OF ARLINGTON 

(ART. 13-ATM -4/30/14) 

Section 1. Establishment of an Honorary Poet Laureate of Arlington 

There is hereby established for the purposes of advancing the literary arts, enriching the community, and recognizing 
the literary achievements of Town residents, the honorary position of Poet Laureate of Arlington. 

Section 2. Selection, Term and Criteria 

Appointment of a Poet Laureate shall be for a term of one year, annually renewable for a total of three years based 
on the recommendation of a screening committee of five persons consisting of one person each designated by: 

(a) The Library Board of Trustees (by majority vote) 

(b) The Arlington School Committee (by majority vote) 

(c) The Arlington Commission on Arts and Culture (by majority vote) 

(d) Town Meeting Member (appointed by the Town Moderator) 

(e) The Town Manager (with advice and consent of the Board of Selectmen): 

and confirmed by the Board of Selectmen. 

This honorary position shall be voluntary. Only Arlington residents shall be considered for appointment, and any 
person appointed as Poet Laureate of Arlington must at all times remain an Arlington resident during their term as 
Poet Laureate. In the event that a Poet Laureate is no longer a resident of Arlington during their term, the honorary 
position shall be construed to have been constructively vacated. 

Section 3. Duties of the Poet Laureate 

The duties of the Poet Laureate shall be to present original works of poetry, conduct readings and participate in public 
events and Town, public school and library programs as appropriate and practicable.

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Introduction 


The Arlington Public Schools contracted with Northeast Health Resources (NHR) to carry out 
the tabulation and overview analysis of the Youth Risk Behavior Survey (YRBS) which was 
implemented with students in grades 9 though 12. The survey was primarily based on one 
developed specifically for high school students at the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
in Atlanta, Georgia. The survey contains 120 questions. Students responded to questions which 
fall under general categories of risk behaviors including: safety, violence, gambling, stress, 
internet use, suicide, tobacco use, alcohol use, illegal drug use, HIV/AIDS education, sexual 
behavior, dietary behavior, physical activity, and helping resources. 

Every other year, the Massachusetts Department of Education carries out a Youth Risk Behavior 
Survey for high school students from a cross-section of school systems in the state. The most 
recent state-wide survey for which data is currently available was carried out by the Department 
of Education in the Spring of 2011. The survey was administered to students from 54 randomly 
selected public high schools in the state. 

An overview of the results of the Youth Risk Behavior Survey as well as a comparison with 
certain of the data from the 2011 Massachusetts YRBS are included herein. It should be noted 
that several questions in the Arlington YRBS are not part of the Massachusetts YRBS, and 
therefore no comparative data are available. 

Survey Process 


It was agreed that the Youth Risk Behavior Survey would be distributed to all students in 
attendance on the survey date from grades 9, 10, 11 and 12. Parents were notified in advance of 
the survey, and seven students were withheld at parental request. The survey was administered 
on December 5, 2013 simultaneously to all students by classroom teachers during third period of 
the school day. Teachers were provided with written instructions, which were read to all 
students before taking the survey. 

Once all of the surveys were completed, they were gathered and tabulated. There were a total of 
1,034 students who responded to the survey, 253 from grade 9, 287 from grade 10, 258 from 
grade 11 and 231 from grade 12. There were 552 females and 478 males who responded to the 
survey. Pour students did not indicate their gender and five students did not indicate their grade. 


Analysis of Data 

Prequencies of responses are reported for all items in the survey and cross-tabulations are 
provided for three demographic characteristics: grade, gender, and grade/gender. The results of 
the survey, including all cross-tabulations, are presented in percentages under separate cover. 
Please note that the data results were tabulated in percentages, rounded to the nearest tenth of 
one percent and not all percentages will total exactly 100 due to rounding and no responses in 
some cases. 
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Overview of Major Findings 


There is mueh important and relevant information to be found in an analysis of the tabulations of 
the Youth Risk Behavior Survey as taken by students from the Arlington Publie Sehools. This is 
true when one looks at the tabulations of all students taken as a group, and is espeeially so when 
one looks at the eross-tabulations by grade and gender. 

With students having responded to 120 questions, mueh ean be said about the responses to eaeh 
of those questions. However, it is not the intention here to diseuss the results of eaeh question. 
Rather, it is the intention of this report to highlight eertain of the results and to offer eomparisons 
with the Arlington High Sehool YRBS of 2011 and with data gathered from the implementation 
of the 2011 Massaehusetts Youth Risk Behavior Survey. It is hoped that the following as well as 
a more detailed analysis of the results of this survey, will assist the Arlington Publie Sehools and 
their Health Advisory Committee in their on-going development of health edueation eurrieulum. 


High School - Grades 9,10,11 and 12 

The following also ineludes eomparisons with eertain of the data from the 2011 MA YRBS. It 
should be noted that the report on the 2011 MA YRBS often only provides aggregate data on all 
students from grades 9 through 12 and not on the results from speeifie grades. Further, several 
questions in this survey are not ineluded in the MA YRBS. 
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Safety 


• 16.3% of all respondents (20.1% - 2011) (23% - MA YRBS) report having ridden 
in a car or other vehicle driven hy someone who had been drinking alcohol on at 

least one oeeasion during the thirty days prior to the survey. The incidenee of this 
experienee inereased eaeh year by grade (grade 9 - 12.3%, grade 10 - 13.6%, grade 
11 - 19.0%, grade 12-20.3%). There was no variation by gender. 

• 5.2% of all respondents (5.4% - 2011) (7% - MA YRBS) report having driven a 
car or other vehicle when they had heen drinking alcohol on at least one oeeasion 
during the thirty days prior to the survey. Respondents from grade 12 (9.1%) were 
more likely to have done so (grade 9 - 2.8%, grade 10 - 2.4%, grade 11 - 6.2%). 
There was no variation by gender. 

• More than one respondent in eight (13.5%) (17.9% - 2011) reports having heen 
threatened, humiliated, or experienced hostile behaviors from others on school 
property during the school day during the previous twelve months. The incidenee 
of this experience (being bullied) was highest in grade 9 (grade 9 - 17.1%, grade 10 - 
11.9%, grade 11 - 11.7%, grade 12 - 13.4%). There was no variation by gender. 
Further, 6.6% (8.8% - 2011) report having done so to someone else (females - 
4.7%, males - 8.9%). 

• 13.5% of all respondents (17.5% - 2011) report having been threatened, 
humiliated or experienced hostile behaviors from others through electronic 
communication of any form during the twelve months prior to the survey (grade 9 - 
15.8%, grade 10 - 13.6%, grade 11 - 12.0%, grade 12 - 12.1%). Female respondents 
(14.9%) report the experience of being cyber-bullied more frequently than males 
(11.7%). Further, 6.4®/o (8.8% - 2011) report having done so to someone else 
(females - 5.8%, males - 7.1%). 

• One-fifth (21.9%) of all respondents (21.4% - 2011) report having sent or received 
sexually explicit messages or photos electronically (also called sexting) during the 
previous twelve months. The incidence of this behavior increased each year by grade 
(grade 9 - 12.7%, grade 10 - 17.4%, grade 11 - 27.1%, grade 12 - 31.9%). Males 
(25.2%) report having done so more frequently than females (19.1%). 
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Violence Related Behaviors 


• 5,3% of all respondents (5.2% - 2011) report having carried a weapon such as a 
gun, knife, or cluh on school property during the school day on at least one 
oeeasion during the thirty days prior to the survey (grade 9 - 4.0%, grade 10 - 3.8%, 
grade 11 - 4.3%, grade 12 - 8.2%). Males (6.7%) were more likely to have earned a 
weapon on sehool property than were females (3.8%). 

• 4,2% of all respondents (3.6% - 2011) (5% - MA YRBS) report having not gone to 
school because they felt they would he unsafe at school or on their way to or 
from school on at least one oeeasion during the thirty days prior to the survey. There 
was little variation by grade or gender. 

• 2,9% of all respondents (2.8% - 2011) report having heen threatened or injured 
hy someone with a weapon such as a gun, knife, or cluh on school property 
during the school day on at least one oeeasion during the twelve months prior to the 
survey (grade 9 - 1.6%, grade 10 - 2.4%, grade 11 - 3.9%, grade 12 - 3.0%). Male 
respondents (4.6%) were more likely to have had this experienee than were females 
(1.4%). 

• 15,1% of all respondents (16.3% - 2011) report having ever heen physically 
abused such as being kicked, punched, burned, or beaten by a parent or other 
adult who lives with them (grade 9 - 13.4%, grade 10 - 12.9%, grade 11 - 14.7%, 
grade 12 - 19.0%). This experienee was higher among male respondents (females - 
13.8%, males - 16.3%). 


• 4,9% of all respondents (7.6% - 2011) report having ever been physically 
assaulted by someone they date or have dated. Further, 14,9% (19.3% - 2011) 
report having ever been verbally or emotionally abused by a date.

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Gambling 


• 20.3% of all respondents (26.2% - 2011) report having gambled at least once during 

the 12 months prior to the survey. (Gambling includes betting on the lottery, bingo, 
sporting events, casino games, cards, or racing.). The incidence of this behavior was 
much higher in grades 11 and 12 (grade 9 - 12.0%, grade 10 - 16.8%, grade 11 - 
26.4%, grade 12 - 26.1%). Male respondents (33.6%) were much more likely to have 
done so than were females (8.7%). Further, 5.0% of all respondents (5.6% - 2011) 
report having spent at least one hour gambling online during the previous month 
(females - 1.6%, males - 8.6%). 
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Stress/Depression 


• 36.0% of all respondents (38.3% - 2011) report that they feel like they are under too 
much stress most of the time or always. The ineidenee of this experienee was highest 
in grades 11 and 12 (grade 9 - 30.0%, grade 10 - 27.9%, grade 11 - 43.4%, grade 12 - 
44.6%). Female respondents (46.4%) report that they feel they are under too mueh 
stress most of the time or always mueh more frequently than males (23.8%). 

• When asked “what causes the greatest amount of stress for you”, 53.3% of all 

respondents (48.9% - 2011) report it to he “homework”. The ineidenee of this 
pereeption was lowest in grade 12 (grade 9 - 62.3%, grade 10 - 52.5%, grade 11 - 
52.2%, grade 12 - 46.9%) and there was little variation by gender. The seeond most 
frequent response to this question was “the Academie School Day” at 18.4%. 

• 8.0% of all respondents (8.9% - 2011) report that they feel hopeless or discouraged 
about the future most of the time or always (grade 9 - 8.4%, grade 10 - 3.5%, grade 
11 - 10.9%, grade 12 - 9.6%). Female respondents (10.7%) report these feelings more 
frequently than males (4.6%). 

• 16.9% of all respondents (18.8% - 2011) report having hurt him or herself on 
purpose (cuts, bums, bmises) at least once during the previous 12 months. The 
incidence of this behavior was lowest in grade 10 (grade 9 - 19.8%, grade 10 - 12.9%, 
grade 11 - 19.1%, grade 12 - 15.7%). Female respondents (20.9%) were more likely to 
have hurt themselves on purpose than were males (12.2%). 
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Suicide 


• 12.1% of all respondents (13.8% - 2011) (13% - MA YRBS) report having seriously 

considered attempting suicide during the twelve months prior to the survey (grade 9 - 
13.1%, grade 10 - 8.4%, grade 11 - 16.0%, grade 12 - 10.9%). Females (12.9%) 
report this behavior slightly more frequently than males (10.9%). 


• 7.4% of all respondents (7.2% - 2011) (7% - MA YRBS) report having actually 
attempted suicide on at least one oeeasion during the twelve months prior to the 
survey. There was very little variation by gender.

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Tobacco Use 


• Nearly one-fifth (19.6%) of all respondents (25.9% - 2011) report having ever 
tried cigarette smoking, even just a puff. The ineidenee of those having ever tried 
eigarettes inereased eaeh year by grade (grade 9 - 11.6%, grade 10 - 13.4%, grade 11 
- 24.6%, grade 12 - 29.7%) (females - 15.6%, males - 24.3%). Further, 6,1% of all 
respondents (7.6% - 2011) report having tried a cigarette for the first time before 
the age of 13. 


• 7.2% of all respondents (12.2% - 2011) (14% - MA YRBS) report having smoked 

cigarettes on at least one day during the thirty days prior to the survey. The 

ineidenee of reeent eigarette use inereased eaeh year by grade.

• 3,4% of all respondents (4.5% - 2011) (6% - MA YRBS) report having smoked 

cigarettes on school property on at least one oeeasion during the thirty days prior to 
the survey (grade 9 - 3.6%, grade 10 - 1.4%, grade 11 - 3.5%, grade 12 - 4.8%) 
(females - 2.5%, males - 4.4%). 


• One respondent in twenty (5.1%) (9.1% - 2011) (14% - MA YRBS) reports 
having smoked cigars, cigarillos, or little cigars on at least one oeeasion during the 
thirty days prior to the survey. The ineidenee of reeent cigar use was highest in 
grades 11 and 12 (grade 9 - 3.6%, grade 11 - 1.4%, grade 11 - 7.8%, grade 12 - 
7.8%). Males (7.6%) were more likely to have done so than were females (2.9%). 



Alcohol Use 


• 30.4% of all respondents (34.9% - 2011) (40% - MA YRBS) report having had at 

least one drink of alcohol on at least one occasion during the thirty days prior to 
the survey. The ineidenee of reeent aleohol use was highest in grade 11.

• 15.6% of all respondents (21.1% - 2011) (22% - MA YRBS) report having had five 
or more drinks of alcohol in a row (within a couple of hours) on at least one 
occasion during the thirty days prior to the survey. The incidence of recent binge 
drinking was highest in grades 11 and 12 (grade 9 - 5.6%, grade 10-9.1%, grade 11 
- 24.5%, grade 12 - 23.9%). Males (18.9%) were more likely to have done so than 
were females (12.7%). 

• 3.9% of all respondents (6.8% - 2011) report having had at least one drink of 
alcohol during the school day on at least one occasion during the thirty days prior to 
the survey (grade 9 - 2.4%, grade 10 - 2.8%, grade 11 - 4.3%, grade 12 - 6.1%). 
The incidence of this behavior was higher among males (females - 2.6%, males - 
5.5%). 

• One respondent in five (20.2®/o) (25.7% - 2011) reports having attended parties 
held in homes in Arlington where alcohol use hy teens is allowed, either 
occasionally or frequently during the 12 months prior to the survey. The incidence of 
this experience increased each year by grade (grade 9 - 9.7%, grade 10 - 15.6%, 
grade 11 - 26.6%, grade 12 - 30.3%). There was little variation by gender (females - 
19.1%, males-21.5%). 

• When asked their perception about how many students at their grade level in their 
school had used alcohol during the previous month, 12.2®/o helieved that over three- 
quarters of their peers had done so and another 28.7% (total of 40.9%) helieved 
that over half had done so. In fact, 30.4®/o of all respondents actually report 
having used alcohol during the previous month.

• 8,5% all respondents (8.9% - 2011) report having ever sniffed glue, or breathed the 
contents of spray cans, or inhaled any paints or sprays to get high (grade 9 - 8.4%, 
grade 10 - 6.3%, grade 11 - 10.2%, grade 12 - 8.8%). Males (10.6%) report doing so 
more frequently than females (6.8%). 

• 7,5% all respondents (8.2% - 2011) report having ever taken an over the counter 
drug such as a decongestant or cough medicine to get high. The incidence of the 
behavior was highest in grade 12 (grade 9 - 5.3%, grade 10 - 4.9%, grade 11 - 9.6%, 
grade 12 - 10.4%) and among male respondents (females - 5.2%, males - 10.1%). 

• One respondent in ten (10,4®/o) reports having taken a prescription medication not 
prescribed to them during the previous 30 days (grade 9 - 11.0%, grade 10 - 8.5%, 
grade 11 - 10.0%, grade 12 - 12.3%). There was no variation by gender. 

• 6,6®/o all respondents (6.9®/o - 2011) report having ever used any illegal drug such as 
PCP, mushrooms, LSD (acid), or any other hallucinogen. The incidence of this 
behavior was highest in grade 11 (grade 9 - 4.0®/o, grade 10 - 3.5®/o, grade 11 - 11.7®/o, 
grade 12 - 7.5®/o) and among males (females - 4.2®/o, males - 9.5®/o). 

• 14,7% of all respondents (21.9% - 2011) report having been offered, sold, or given 
an illegal drug on school property during the school day on at least one occasion 
during the twelve months prior to the survey (grade 9 - 15.2®/o, grade 10 - 12.0®/o, grade 
11 - 18.9%, grade 12 - 12.8%). Male respondents (19.1%) were more likely to have 
been offered, sold, or given an illegal drug on school property than were females 

(11.0®/o). 
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HIV/AIDS Education 


• 46.6% of all respondents (46.5% - 2011) report having not had any conversation

• 4.5% of all respondents (5.9% - 2011) (11% - MA YRBS) report having had sexual 
intercourse with four or more partners during their lives. 12* grade respondents 
(9.7%) were most likely to have done so (grade 9 - 2.4%, grade 10 - 2.1%, grade 11 

- 4.3%). Males (5.9%) report having had four or more sexual partners more 
frequently than females (3.3%). 

• 13.6% of all respondents (18.1% - 2011) (30% - MA YRBS) report having had 
sexual intercourse on at least one occasion during the three months prior to the 
survey (grade 9 - 3.2%, grade 10 - 6.3%, grade 11 - 18.8%, grade 12 - 27.7%) 
(females - 11.5%, males - 15.8%). 

• 31.3% of all respondents (33.5% - 2011) report having ever participated in oral 
sex, either given or received. The incidenee of this behavior increased each year by 
grade (grade 9 - 12.8%, grade 10 - 24.6%, grade 11 - 38.5%, grade 12 - 52.0%) and 
was higher among males (females - 27.5%, males - 35.8%). 

• 6.5% of all respondents (8.0% - 2011) report that they drank alcohol or used 
other drugs before having sexual intercourse the last time. The incidence of this 
experience increased each year by grade (grade 9 - 2.0%, grade 10 - 4.6%, grade 11 

- 8.3%, grade 12 - 11.7%). Male respondents (7.9%) report having done so more 
frequently than female respondents (5.3%). 
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Dietary Behavior 


• 16.9% of all respondents (20.0% - 2011) report that they are concerned about 
their weight either most of the time or always. The incidenee of this eoneern 
inereased eaeh year by grade (grade 9 - 12.2%, grade 10 - 15.8%, grade 11 - 19.6%, 
grade 12 - 20.7%). Female respondents (24.4%) report being eoneemed about their 
weight mueh more frequently than males (8.1%). 

• One-quarter (24.9%) of all respondents (27.3% - 2011) report that they care 
about eating in a healthy way not at all or hardly ever. Males report this 
pereeption of themselves most frequently (females - 20.2%, males - 30.3%). 

• During the thirty days prior to the survey, in order to lose weight or to keep from 
gaining weight: 

2.5% of all respondents (3.3% - 2011) (4% - MA YRBS) report 
having taken diet pills, powders, or liquids without a doctor’s 
advice, (females - 2.9%, males - 1.9%) 

4.5% of all respondents (6.9% - 2011) (5% - MA YRBS) report 
having vomited or taken laxatives, (females - 5.6%, males - 3.2%) 

6.3% of all respondents (8.9% - 2011) (10% - MA YRBS) report 
having gone without eating for 24 hours or more (also called 
fasting), (females - 8.7%, males - 3.7%) 
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Physical Activity 


• 54,7% of all respondents (58.4% - 2011) (63% - MA YRBS) report having 
exercised or participated in physical activities for at least 20 minutes on at least 
three days during the week prior to the survey. The ineidenee of this behavior was 
highest in grade 10 (grade 9 - 59.4%, grade 10 - 61.1%, grade 11 - 48.0%, grade 12 
- 48.7%). Male respondents (60.9%) were more likely to have exereised regularly 
than were females (49.3%). 

• 42,1% of all respondents (39.1% - 2011) report that they spend 3 hours or more 
per day in front of a screen (i,e,, computer, video games, television) not including 
homework on an average school day. The ineidenee of this behavior inereased eaeh 
year by grade (grade 9 - 36.8%, grade 10 - 40.3%, grade 11 - 44.4%, grade 12 - 
46.9%). There was no variation by gender.

• Half (50,3%) of all respondents (48.1% - 2011) report that there is at least one 
adult at Arlington High School whom they can trust with confidential issues. 

The ineidenee of this pereeption inereased eaeh year by grade (grade 9 - 33.3%, 
grade 10 - 53.4%, grade 11 - 55.1%, grade 12 - 60.0%) and there was little variation 
by gender. 

• 87,6% of all respondents (85.6% - 2011) report that they have someone in their 
life who really listens to them.

2013 Youth Risk Behavior Survey 


Introduction 

On December 5, 2013, the Arlington Public Schools and the Arlington Youth Health and Safety Coalition administered 
the Youth Risk Behavior Survey (YRBS) to Arlington High School (AHS) students. In total, 1034 AHS students 
completed the survey. The survey contained 120 questions, and covered a broad range of health topics. Selected results 
from the various topic areas are summarized below. 

Reliability of survey responses 

Often, students (and adults) will question the credibility of YRBS data, believing that their peers provide false information 
on the survey. However, research has found that, because participation in the survey is voluntary and anonymous, students 
are predisposed to be truthful. In addition, there are internal checks in the survey to identify inconsistencies among 
individual student’s responses. Over the years, YRBS data have been consistent with other survey data, as well as with 
national health outcomes. Likewise, YRBS findings are often consistent with community expectations of youth behavior 
patterns. For example, sexual activity and substance use are more prevalent among 12* graders than 9* graders. 


Personal Safety & Violence 
In the previous 30 days 

• 16% of students had ridden in a car with someone who had been drinking alcohol (20% in 2011) 

• 5% had driven a car or other vehicle when they had been drinking (5% in 2011) 

In the previous 12 months: 

• 15% of students had been in a physical fight (16% in 2011) 

• 11% had property stolen or deliberately damaged by others during the school day (19% in 2011) 

Being hullied in the previous 12 months 

• 8% had been bullied on their way to/ffom school (12% in 2011) 

• 14% had been bullied during the school day (18% in 2011) 

• 14% had been bullied through electronic communication (18% in 2011) 

Bullying others in the previous 12 months 

• 4% had bullied others on their way to/ffom school (6% in 2011) 

• 7% had bullied others during the school day (9% in 2011) 

• 6% had bullied others through electronic communication (9% in 2011) 

Dating Violence 

• 15% had ever been verbally or emotionally abused by someone they had dated (19% in 2011) 

• 5% had been physically assaulted by someone they had dated (8% in 2011) 

Social & Emotional Health 
Stress, Pressure & Support 

• 58% of students maintain a course load of “honors and AP” or “mostly honors” 

• 36% of students feel like they are under too much stress “most of the time or always” (38% in 2011) 

~ 72% report that homework or the academic school day is the greatest source of stress 
~ 27% report that high parental expectations are also a source of stress 
~ 29% report that planning for the future causes stress (“most of the time or always”) 

• 78% of students report using exercise or relaxation activities (reading, TV, music, etc.) most to deal with stress 

• 8% of students feel hopeless or discouraged about the future (“most of the time or always”) 

Self-Esteem & Fitting in 

• 12% of students worry that they are not good at anything (’’most of the time or always”) (10% in 2011) 




Self-Harm & Suicide

• 17% of students had hurt themselves on purpose (cuts, burns, bruises) in the past year. (19% in 2011) 

Suicide in the previous 12 months 

• 12% of students had seriously considered attempting suicide. (14% in 2011) 

• 11% had made a plan about how they would attempt suicide. (12% in 2011) 

• 8% had attempted suicide at least once within the past 12 months. (7% in 2011) 

Substance Use 
Tobacco Use 

• 80% of students had never tried a cigarette (not even a puff). (74% in 2011) 

• 93% had not smoked a cigarette during the previous 30 days . (88% in 2011) 

Alcohol Use 

• 47% of students had never had more than a sip of alcohol (other than for religious purposes). (41% in 2011) 

• 70% had not had a drink of alcohol during the previous 30 days . (65% in 2011) 

• 84% had not had 5 or more drinks in a row (within a couple hours) during the previous 30 days . (79% in 2011) 

Marijuana Use 

• 71 % of students had never tried marijuana. (66% in 2011) 

• 84% had not smoked marijuana in the previous 30 days . (78% in 2011) 

Misuse of Prescription Drugs 

• 90% had not, in the past 30 days, used prescription drugs not prescribed to them. 

• 93% had never taken an over the counter drug (e.g. decongestant, cough medicine) to get high. (92% in 2011) 

Other Drug Use 

• 95% of students had never used any form of cocaine. (93% in 2011) 

• 97% had never used heroin, (no change since 2011) 

• 93% had never used a hallucinogen, (no change since 2011) 

Sexuality 

• 9% of students report being gay/lesbian, bisexual, or uncertain about their sexuality. 

• 22% had ever had sexual intercourse. (25% in 2011) 

• 31% had ever engaged in oral sex. (34% in 2011) 

• 10% had 2 or more sexual partners in their lifetime . (15% in 2011) 

• 22% had engaged in sexting in the past 12 months , (no change since 2011) 

• 13% have experienced sexual intercourse or sexual touching against their will. 

Physical Fitness & Nutrition 
Nutrition 

• 75% of students report caring about eating in a healthy way (“most of the time or always”). 

• 37% report that AHS food options “rarely” or “never” enable them to eat healthy during school. (47% in 2011) 

Body Image 

• 17% of students are concerned about their weight (“most of the time or always”). 

• 6% of students have gone without eating for 24 hours or more to lose weight. 

Physical Activity 

• 71% of students participate in at least one organized sports team though AHS or outside of school. 

• 42% of students spend 3 or more hours a day in front of a screen (i.e. TV, internet), not including homework.

As reported last month, unexpeeted enrollment growth led us to hire more positions than 
originally budgeted. As you can see from the attaehed reports, we are still projecting to 
spend a significant amount beyond what was budgeted. This amount can be eovered by 
reserves in the Foreign Visa revolving aecount. 

Since it is early in the fiscal year, 1 am still projeeting that all budget lines will be fully 
expensed, whieh is eontrary to past experience. 1 expect that number to come down over the 
eourse of the year, but it is too soon to eommit to a closer projection at this time. As always, 
the unpredictable weather and Speeial Education activity play key roles in our budget 
outcomes. Those factors won’t be fully seen until much later in the year. 

1 am still in the process of developing a presentation on the fiscal results of FY14, but 1 can 
tell you that we ended the year $838,056 beyond budget, whieh was fully covered by the 
return of Speeial Education reserves from Town Meeting, emergency funding for the damage 
caused by the burst pipe at the Peirce Sehool, and existing Sehool Department reserves. 

1 apologize that the presentation on FY14 is not ready to go out with this packet, but the End 
of the Year Report was finalized and submitted late on September 30, and 1 just haven’t had 
enough time to thoughtfully complete the work needed. 1 hope to have the presentation and 
accompanying documents out to you on Monday.

This year, the Arlington High Sehool Model Congress team will again be traveling to our 
annual eompetition at the University of Pennsylvania. This trip was approved by the 
sehool eommittee last year, and our trip was sueeessful in all possible ways—our students 
were safe, had an intensive, positive learning experienee about eivies and government, 
and we even earned an honorable mention award. We are replieating last year’s trip 
logisties as it was smooth and eost-effeetive. This is our 6*'' eonseeutive trip to the 
UPENN Model Congress. Here are the eritieal faets about the trip: 

Travel information: We depart by train at 9:30 am on Thursday, Eebruary T'^ from 
South Station in Boston. We will return around 10:00 p.m. to South Station on Sunday, 
Eebruary 10''.

Today’s Students, Tomorrow’s Teachers 

Mr. Spiegel, Ms. Regina Caines, Ms. Jessenia Castro, Regional Program Manager and Ms. 
Konstandakis spoke about the program highlights here in Arlington. Currently, over 28 students are 
enrolled in Today’s Students, Tomorrow’s Teachers program, with Arlington having 5 students, 

Andover 5, Brookline 12, and Lexington 5. The program continues to grow and next year the projected 
enrollment is 44 students. The Today’s Students, Tomorrows Teachers will continue to meet each month 
to be trained, tutored and will form partnerships with local colleges on learning to be a leader, job 
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readiness, classroom design, management and college preparation. The program is over 20 years old, 
but Arlington will be part of the first group of students to complete the training from the Today’s 
Students, Tomorrow’s Teachers program here in Massachusetts. 

District Determine Measures: Common Assessments 

Ms. Deb Perry spoke on the middle and high school Grade 6 to 12 students reading and writing skills 
and how they are integrated into the rubrics, DDM and Common Assessments. The DDM’s and 
assessments are measures of specific growths for teachers to see evidence of their students abilities to 
read complex pieces of writing and are used to adjust what students are doing in the classrooms. The 
rubric is to assess students ’ strengths in writing, reading, and or language. 

The committee members expressed concerns on adding additional testing for our students and having 
various users using different rubrics. They also suggested ways of seeing growth for students from the 
beginning of the school year to the end, with a pretest and a post test to measure writing and grammar.

Openins Remarks 

Mr. Hayner informed the committee that Mr. Pierce will not be able to attend tonight’s meeting, 
welcomed the student rep and had a moment of silence for Mr. Joseph Shea father of Kim Pratt who 
passed away this month. 

Arlinston Hish School Madrisal Sinsers, directed by Cheryl J. Christo 

Dr. Bodie welcomed Ms. Christo and Mr. D ’Agostino and the Arlington High School Madrigal Singers. 
They had been invited to the State House by the Governor for the 13th Annual 

Massachusetts September 11‘^ Commemorative Ceremonies, and performed the song “There’s a Place for 
Us. ” A few of the students gave their reflections on the event at the state house and said seeing all the 
families was difficult for them since most of the students were only two years old on 9/11/01 and didn ’t 
have direct knowledge of the impact of the event before this. 

Public Participation 

Ms. Jessica Truslow-Trapotsis, Dallin parent thanked the committee for allowing her to speak and read a 
statement outlining concerns for the Kindergarten classes at the Dallin School, in particular the size of 
the classes and the smaller classrooms. Her statement had been signed by numerous Dallin parents. An 
appendix is attached 

Dr. Bodie assured the parents that the classrooms meet MSBA guidelines K1200 sq.ft, as does the 
Stratton school. Mr. Dingman supports building a storage shed and providing short term storage units to 
improve space utilization in the classrooms and will plan staff for FY 2016 increased student enrollment. 
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DRA Architects, Stratton School Final Feasibility Report 

Dr. Bodie introduced Mr. Hanna, Stratton School Principal and Mr. Carl Franceschi DRA Architect to 
the meeting and then briefed the committee on the improvement plans that have been discussed and said 
last year; the Capital Planning Committee gave the Stratton School Building Committee the charge to 
have parity with the other elementary schools. The plans, which show options and costs, have been 
posted to our website. 

The committee members expressed concerns on the total construction costs vs the hard costs, as well as 
our increased growth of enrollments, space issues and asked how do we fund the construction. Dr. Bodie 
said the plan will be presented to the Capital Planning Committee on October 2, and then a informational 
meeting will be held for the Stratton parents after that. 

Dr. Bodie thanked Carl and said it was a pleasure working with him on the project plans. 


School Committee Discussion on Novus Agenda Software 

Mr. Paul Schlichtman made the motion to accept the Novus Agenda Software, seconded by Dr. 
Allison-Ampe. 

Voted: 6-0 

Mr. Adam Kurowski announced that the School Committee would be happy with the product, Novus 
Agenda. Mr. Hayner explained how Novus Agenda worked to the public. 

Committee members asked questions on the search tool, log on, as well as how they can use their own 
devices rather than the school provided iPad work and Mr. Kurowski provided direction for each 
question. 

A few members stated they liked Novus/Agenda since you can log in anywhere, while others stated they 
needed more time learning the software and others acknowledging they would require hard copies of 
policies and other attachments they find difficult to read on the screen. 

Mr. Hayner said that the selectmen voted to purchase the Novus Agenda and the committee voted 
unanimous in support of the new Digital Management Meeting Software. 

Superintendent's Report 

Dr. Bodie spoke on the Enrollment chart. Numbers have been volatile as we continue to have students 
enroll and unroll, and she stated that these are not the official October enrollment numbers. Dr. Bodie 
said other schools in our area are in the same situation with increased enrollment. Dr. Bodie and Ms. 
Johnson talked about how we would like to improve our protocol on estimation on our numbers and hope 
to get information from Lexington where a new procedure is being developed. 

Dr. Allison-Ampe wanted Dr. Bodie to address Ms. Truslow-Trapotsis letter on classroom sizes, about 
building the shed at the Dallin, and other space issues. Dr. Bodie said the numbers will change over the 
next couple of weeks, but she continues to monitor enrollment numbers and will provide the October 
Enrollment numbers at our next meeting. Dr. Bodie said that she continues to speak with Mr. Dingman at 
the Dallin School and they are working on building and other space issues. 
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Mr. Thielman was concerned with the space needs of all the new enrollments and asked Dr. Bodie to 
provide a report on where we are planning to place additional students in the future. Mr. Hayner wanted 
to confirm that we are checking resident certificates on Arlington students attending Minuteman High 
School. 

Dr. Bodie informed everyone that her Superintendent Newsletter was published. Mr. Spiegel spoke on 
the hiring report on all new staff which included two new elementary principals, one special education 
director, and over 63 new teachers, nurses and preschool staff and we also have 42 TA newly hired and 
are replacing those who left. The School Committee members would like to meet the senior staff. Dr. 
Bodie provided and update on the parking issues here at AHS and that 80 spaces were added.

Thank you for providing this opportunity to share my concerns. First, I want to thank you for your 
service. As an educator myself, I know well the commitment you have and continue to make to the 
Arlington community. 

Earlier this week I sent a letter to Dr. Bodie and each member of the School Committee cosigned by 43 
sets of Dallin School kindergarten parents. That letter served as a first step in what we hope will be an 
on-going conversation with parents about growing enrollments, not just at the Dallin School, but town¬ 
wide as we understand that enrollment projections were significantly underestimated for the kindergarten 
class throughout the town. We not only have concerns about the educational environment this year, but 
also throughout our children’s experience at the Dallin School and once this particularly large group of 
students merge at the Middle and High Schools. 


While we understand there are 4-5 other kindergarten classes in Arlington which are also at or near the 
teacher’s contractual maximum limit of 25 students, we feel that the particularly small kindergarten room 
sizes at the Dallin School disadvantage our children and create an untenable and unique situation with 
regard to safety and educational opportunity. 

In Dr. Bodie’s e-mail response to my letter, she stated that the kindergarten classrooms are 1200 sq.feet. 
And, that all the kindergarten classrooms in Arlington meet the MSBA guidelines, specifying that they be 
between 1100-1300 sq.ft, for classes of 18-23 students. She did note that the Stratton School 
kindergarten classrooms exceeded the guideline so I assume they are larger than 1300 sq.ft. However, 
as 1 indicated in my letter, the Dallin kindergarten classrooms have, as part of that 1200 sq.feet, a 
separate room which houses the children’s ’ cubbies and bathroom. The cubby room and bathroom 
account for 440 sq.feet of the total 1200 and therefore the space left for actual teaching and learning is 
only 760 sq.feet (roughly 37x20.5). Most, if not all, of the other kindergartners in the district enjoy a 
learning space that is approximately 45-50 sq.. ft./child even with 24 students per class. Research 
supports 50 sq. ft. of space/child as being optimal for a curriculum, such as Tools of the Mind that utilizes 
imaginary or dramatic play. But, at the Dallin School the small instructional space of the Kindergarten 
rooms only allows for 30 sq. feet/child if there are 25 students in a class. 

Using this logic, I assert that in order for the Dallin kindergartners to have equal access to teachers and 
the curriculum as their Kindergarten peers in other Arlington Schools do, no more than 15 students 
should ever be in those classrooms. Now, even I will concede 15 is not sustainable given the town’s 
finances, but even 20 children in those rooms is pushing the limits of the space and the teachers ’ abilities 
to create an optimal learning environment. Essentially, the point here is that given the inequities in 
instructional space, formulaic responses to class size issues are unfair. Eor instance, the district’s 
current position of not creating another kindergarten class unless there will be 20 students in each class 
is understandable ifyou prioritize equitable dispersement of staff and financial resources over the 
creation of equitable learning opportunities for all students in Arlington. We ask that you reprioritize 
learning resources and opportunities over staffing and financial concerns. 

Last year even with approximately 20-21 students, the teachers were occasionally using the hallway 
outside their classrooms as a break out space for learning groups. 
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With that in mind, the teachers have asked if they can use the hallway outside of their classrooms again 
and perhaps on a more formalized and frequent basis this year. With 4-5 more students in each class, 
they most certainly need to be supported in their efforts to reduce safety issues within the classroom and 
to provide a quieter, more focused learning environment for their students. However, as a parent and 
past school building administrator, I was surprised that Dr. Bodie wrote to me that the teachers are 
‘fortunate ” to have the hallway outside their rooms as an alternative space for learning. This is simply 
not an acceptable option. This just shifts one safety issue, being the overcrowded classroom, for another. 
When considering fire codes, egress issues, cleanliness, noise and the unfortunate potential of a lockdown 
situation, we simply cannot accept the hallway as a suitable place for teaching and learning for groups of 
students on a frequent basis. As it is, those spaces are already are usedfor one-on-one or small group 
instruction with learning specialists. 

What we are “fortunate ” to have is excellent kindergarten teachers and aides. Many of the parents of 
this year’s kindergartners have had older children who have thrived under the tutelage of Ms. Byrne, Ms. 
Parker and Ms. Carta. They are excellent, veteran teachers. We trust that, in their care, our children 
will be okay despite the overcrowded classrooms. However, we collectively worry about the possibility 
that the Dallin kindergartners who are on lEPs, who have medical needs, who may have undiagnosed 
auditory processing issues, anxiety or executive functioning vulnerabilities will not thrive in this 
overcrowded setting. We worry about the student who decides he or she doesn’t like school because the 
teacher isn’t able to develop a solid relationship with that child quickly enough because she is spread too 
thin. We worry that the skills that the Tools of the Mind curriculum professes to teach will not be 
mastered in this overcrowded setting. Kindergarten is such a formative year. We don’t want the 
overcrowded conditions at the Dallin School to an obstacle for our very-able kindergarten teachers to 
have to work around or for our children to have to overcome. 

So, with this in mind, we are asking the district’s leadership and School Committee shift the paradigm of 
equitable staffing and student numbers as their primary concern, to one of equitable student educational 
opportunity with regard to accessing quality instruction and educational resources. 

And, with that in mind, we ask that you support the following: 

Immediately: 

1. Support, financially and with personnel if necessary, Mr. Dingman in his efforts to create suitable 
breakout spaces in the already overcrowded Dallin School building. This means such actions as 
fast-tracking the funds and personnel to build a storage shed behind the school this fall. This 
would allow us to carve out semi-private learning spaces from currently used spaces. This may 
also necessitate the use of short-term storage units and or the purchasing of items to create 
appropriate learning spaces out of areas that are not designedfor such purposes. 

2. That the district leadership and School Committee representatives meet with parents to share 
what actions and plans are in place to address the enrollment numbers of the kindergarten class 
and to address this issue on a town-wide basis. 

3. That a contingency plan for additional staff is in place in the FY 2016 budget to address surprise 
or last minute student enrollment increases occurring late in the spring and over the summer. 

4. That the formula used to generate the enrollment projections and the sources of data used to 
generate those numbers be scrutinized to see if there is a more accurate and reliable model. 

Over time and on-going: 
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1. The district leadership and School Committee representatives visit the Dallin kindergarten 
classrooms while such activities as dramatic play and prop construction are occurring so that 
you see, first hand, how the smaller class size impacts the delivery of instruction particularly how 
it impacts the activities core to the Tools of the Mind curriculum. 

2. That a more transparent process be created so that parents can be involved or learn about the 
district’s action and contingency plans with regard to increasing student enrollment. 

3. That if equitable instructional space cannot be created for the 4 classrooms at the Dallin School, 
you consider altering the student: teacher ratio for those rooms so that the children can receive 
equitable learning opportunities. 


I, personally, thank you for allowing me to share these concerns and recommendations with you. I know 
that the 43 sets of Dallin kindergarten parents who co-signed our letter to the Superintendent and School 
Committee members also are appreciative and we all look forward to partnering with you to find 
solutions to the challenges posed by Dallin School and town-wide increases in student enrollment.

This was discussed and we 
realized that they had not yet been in touch with us to discuss this. Kirsi will 
reach out to Annie LaCourt and see where they are on doing this and when they 
might want to meet with us to go over this and move it forward. 


It was decided that we did not yet want to set our next meeting, so at 4:10 we 
adjourned.

Arlington Public Schools Incident Notifications Procedure 


Purpose 

The purpose of this district policy is to provide for appropriate communication between all parties connected to 
the Arlington Public Schools. This policy will provide guidelines for situations where communication between 
families, students, the Superintendent's office, media and/or the Arlington Police Department may be necessary. 
When incidents are not communicated properly, it leaves room for confusion, rumors and inaccuracies to spread 
among the community. This policy will help alleviate these potential problems. 

Citation 

Portions of this policy are sourced from the September 2012 Memorandum of Understanding between the 
Dedham Public Schools and the Dedham Police Department. 

Objectives 

• Define situations where communication with police, news media, parents and the community are 
necessary. 

• Define in what form and to whom communications will be between. 

• Keep lines of communication open. 

• Ensure that all interested parties are made aware of potentially critical incidents. 

Expectations 

It is expected that all faculty and staff follow the procedures set forth in this policy and contact the 
Superintendent's office if there are any questions. 

Incident Report 

An incident report should be filed for every incident that rises to the level of Superintendent's Office notification. 
This includes bullying, school place violence, incidents of concern regarding families, and also if any incidents occur 
in proximity of the school with members of the public outside of the school community. 

The reporting party for an incident should contact the Superintendent's Office by telephone as quickly as possible 
and then file a written notification form within 24 hours. 

(Draft form to be created) 

Examples of Incidents Requiring Reporting to Superintendent's Office: 

• Any incident in which any APS student is in possession of using or distributing alcohol 

• Any incident in which any APS student is in possession of or using an inhalant or any controlled substance, 

as defined in M.G.L. c. 94C 

• Any incident, excluding accidents, in which any APS student commits or threatens an act resulting in 
personal injury, property destruction or criminal theft 

• Any incident in which any APS student engages in hazing as defined in M.G.L. c. 269 

• Any threat, direct or indirect, against a student or school personnel 

• Any incident when an APS student is taken to the hospital in an ambulance 

The Superintendent's Office will determine if additional notification, including notification to the Arlington Police 
Department and/or APD School Resource Officer is necessary. The Superintendent's Office will also review each 
incident report and provide feedback. 


Examples of Incidents Requiring Reporting to the Superintendent's Office AND the Arlington Police Department 
School Resource Officer: 

• Any incident in which any APS student is in possession or threatens the use of a firearm or dangerous 
weapon as defined in M.G.L. c. 269, §10 

• Any incident in which any APS student commits a sexual assault and/or rape 

• Any incident involving the physical or sexual abuse of a APS student and any 51A reports filed with the 
Department of Children & Families 

• Any incident in which any APS student commits an act of domestic violence, dating violence or violates a 
restraining order as defined in M.G.L. c. 209A 

• Any incident in which any APS student commits a hate crime or a violation of civil rights 

• Any incident in which any APS student engages in fire-setting, is in possession of or threatens the use of 
an incendiary device or explosive 

• Any incident in which any APS student creates or possesses a "hit list" of individuals targeted for violence 
or death 

• Any emergency situation that may pose a threat to human safety or which may result in significant 
property damage. 

• Any incident in which an APS student is selling or distributing an inhalant or any controlled substance, as 
defined in M.G.L. c. 94C 

Checklist for School Leadership when an incident occurs 

1. Speak to all involved parties (victim(s), students involved, witnesses, etc) 

2. Determine who should be notified 

3. Notify appropriate parties through the appropriate means 

4. Fill out an incident report form - report measures taken to resolve and report the issue 


Media Interactions 

All requests from members of the news media should be directed to the Executive Assistant of the Superintendent, 
Karen Tassone, 781-316-3502. 

If a press release, statement, or press conference is necessary after an incident, the Superintendent's office will 
handle all communication with the press. 

Parental/Community Contact 

If an incident happens between students, students ofaii invoived famiiies wiii be contacted. OR 

If an incident is isoiated to students but does not rise to the /eve/ of superintendent notification, the principai, at his 

or her discretion, wiii contact the famiiies of the students invoived via teiephone, ietter home, or other means. 

If an incident involves or was witnessed by a large group or a preponderance of the school community, a letter or 
email should be sent home to parents. For example: A fistfight between two students that is witnessed by many 
more students and broken up by faculty. 

If an incident rises during the regular school day to the level of APD or School Resource Officer notification, 
families will be notified through the school's telephone and/or electronic notification systems about the incident 
by the end of the school day or within three hours of an incident that occurs after schooi hours. 


Any incident that involves potential danger at school will involve a message home to families of that school. 




Other Examples of Situations that Should Be Carefully Reviewed and Suggested Actions: 


• A Fight between students occurs on school grounds (Letter home to families) 

• An arrest takes place on school grounds (Phone alert and letter will go home to families explaining the 
situation) 

• Any situations involving drugs on campus should immediately be reported to principal who will make 
appropriate notifications to superintendent, families and local police if necessary. 

• Any incident where multiple people are injured, treated by emergency medical services, or hospitalized. 
(Police should already be involved. Superintendent's Office should be immediately notified) 

• Any incident where a student tests positive for a contagious illness like Measles, Mumps, particularly 
dangerous variants of influenza. Whooping Cough, etc. (Letter home, phone notification, and 
Superintendent's Office should be notified for a press release) 

• A threat is made, or something that hints at a threat is found on school grounds -- bathroom stall, desk, 
notebook left behind, etc. (Superintendent's Office and School Resource Officer should be contacted) 

• Hate speech, swastikas, or other hateful graffiti is found on school grounds. (Superintendent's Office and 
School Resource Officer should be contacted) 

• The parent or guardian of a student threatens school official in person, via email, postal mail, over phone, 
or by other means. (Superintendent's Office and School Resource Officer should be contacted) 

• The parent or guardian of a student threatens another student at their child's school (Superintendent's 
Office and School Resource Officer should be contacted) 

• Situations involving sexting and cyber bullying (Superintendent's Office and School Resource Officer 
should be contacted) 

• A death or critical injury or a body found on school grounds (Superintendent's Office and School Resource 
Officer/APD should be contacted) 

• Allegations of inappropriate relationships between students and faculty or staff. (Superintendent's Office 
and School Resource Officer should be contacted)

Good morning Carol, 

Thank you for brining this to my attention. Both State Ethics and Campaign Finance Laws contain 
nuanced regulations with respect to political activity surrounding ballot questions. Restrictions imposed 
by the regulations depends on the group of persons at issue: appointed non-policymaking employees; 
appointed policymakers; or elected officials. 

The group you are likely speaking to most - committees and working groups - primarily consist of 
policymaking appointees. Such appointees may answer factual questions about the effect of a ballot 
question, prepare analyses of such effect, and take some other, limited official actions related to their 
areas of responsibility. This includes speaking about the ballot question at a public meeting. They may 
not however expend public resources to advocate for or against a ballot question.

As I mentioned previously, there are also some detailed regulations administered by the Office of 
Campaign and Political Finance.
